Ion Thursday evening on topics affecting tbe 
public interests, said iu regard to the labor 
question that Ilic laboring classes had a 
right lo make combinations, hut he thought 
the influence of such organizations must be 
tempoiaiy, and that they were BO I compre- 
hensive enough to elcvulo tho laboring pco 
pie of theworld or of the cciuntry.Holbouijhl 
they spent too much tirau upon the ques- 
tion whether they ure to labor six or eight 
or ten hours a day. 
As laborers and em- 


ployes come to a better understanding of 
their mutual interests, this ia one of the 
questions that will lie settled by the ccuise 
of events, and very likely il will he so .set- 
tled that men iu particular pursuits may la- 
bor only six hours a day, as in the mines 
ind In occupations which lequire particular 
mental attention. But in other pursuits, 
Where the industry is varied, where the la- 
borer turns from one thing to another 
through Itie different hours of the d;iy, he 
may perform labor for more luan eight or 
t*n hours a day without injury lo his health; 
and the labor organization commit a wroog; 
not an error merely, when they attempt u> 
dictate,— not to Ibe employers,— when ihey 
attempt lo dictate lo Ine youlli of ilie coun- 
try who may and who may not learn a 
trade. As far as he could see there was bu:

for a general result, and that is by coopera- 
tion.
